England. 

LONDON, August 24.—The Radical Demo- 
craticcluosofthe city and suburbs assem- 
bled in Westminster last nightand urged T. 
P. O'Connor, the Home Rule member for the 
vorough of Galway, to press his motion ad- 
verse to the existence of the House of Lords 
toa division and to present his address ad- 
vocating the abolition of the House of Lords. 
O’Connor replied expressing his sympathey 
with the objects of the meeting. 

THE HOME RULE PROGRAMME, 

At a meeting of the Home Rule members of 
the House yesterday, Parnell said, with re- 
gard tothe opposition to the constabulary 
vote, that much would depend on the manner 
in which the Irish members were met by the 
Government. If their proposals were re- 
jected it would be necessary to resist 
the vote tothe last, but if the Government 
were disposed to listen to the protests of the 
Irish people against the mannerin which the 
constabulary is now being used, extreme 
steps would be unnecesary. He was resolved 
to place several amendments on paper against 
votes which will be taken to-night.

Georgia Rubles and Sapphires. 
| From the Gainesville (Ga.) Eagle. | 


A correspondent writes: As you well 
know, itinerant mineralogists and our own 
citizens have been exploring and mining for 
rubies and sapphires in this county during 
the past four years. The Sequah mines, own- 
ed by W. R. McConnell, of thas place, and 
W. G. Strubbe, of Cincinnati, Ohio, have 
vielded many precious opaque and translucent 
rubies, nearly alluf which have found their 
way, through the late Professor Bradley and 
others, into the choice mineral cabinets of the 
world. Only a few were found nearly trans- 
parent of from three to four carats, and these 
have been set in jewelry by the present own- 


ers. The proceeds arising from the sale 
of these opaque and translucent 
pri ms have neretofore only 


piid 
ibe expense of mining, but 
in a short time a new method will be employed 
for washing these precious stones eut of the 
alluvial soils and gravel adjacent to Sequah 
Creek. A few days ago Uiveses Grant Led- 
ford, a boy eleven years old, found a large, 
deep blue sapphire. perfectly transparent, in 
size nearly an inch square,but wedge-shaped, 
weighing tnirty-seven and one-half carats, 
the largest ever found in America. W. G. 
Strubbe, of Cincinnati, Obio, is now the own- 
er, by purchase, of this precious stone, 
which, according to Prof. J. D. Dana’s meth- 
od of determining the value of precious 
stones, is worth $51,200. Boys and girls and 
grown persons are searching for others where 
this was found. The sapphire ts nearly equal 
to the diamond in value and hardness. The 
largest known sapphire is in Mr. Hope’s 
English collection of preeious stones, a crys- 
tal formerly belonging to the Jardin des 
Piantes, of Paris, for which he gave $150,000, 
Sir Ahram Hume also possessos a large crys- 
tal. The composition of a sapphire is pure 
alumina. Blue is the true sapphire color. 
When red it is an Oriental ruby; when green 
an Crientel emerald; when of other bright 
tints it receives other names.’’

From being very irritable and oftem pain- 
ful, the throat, stomach and bowels became 
quiet and calm, and he enjoyed rest and 
sleep well, day and night. lle drank, mod- 
erately, pure water, but was not thirsty nor 
bungry, nor did he vomit or retch. His 
voice and respiration and general strength 
improved so rapidly thatin aweek you re- 
ported bim ‘‘out on the street.’’

especially the stomach, which 
the distimguished surgeon, John 
Hunter, called the center of sympathies.” 
In my former article I presented truths de- 
monstrated by Dr. Tanner, which are ap- 
proved by men here able to appreciate them. 
As the scientists and editors of London have 
not learned anything from them, I do not 
think it best to give them another lesson till 
they learn that. But to our Buckeyes who 
have quickly discerned and abandoned the 
error of Prof. Bartholow’s metamorphosis 
(or, rather, substitution) of molecules in or- 
ganized tissue, I willstart another suggestion 
—the cause of animal heat. The scientists 
say animal heat arises from the chemical 
digestion of foodandthe decarboniaing of 
the blood in the lungs. by the oxygen of the 
atmosphere. On this basis, how can they ac- 
count for the fact that Dr. Tanner and Mr. 
Corry kept up their animal heat so long and 
reguiar and their biood so pure, when they 
ate nothing fur chemistry to use for those 
purposes? 

The truth that I teach, and the demonstra- 
tions of those experiments are: The circula- 
tiun of the biood is produced by the action of 
the vital force on the tissues (vessels), called 
che heartarteries. The friction of this articu- 
lution on the vessels generates the heat, and 
their elasticity regulates the quantity of that 
heat retained in the active tissues.

STEWART’s CHARITIES. 


A Fine Lot of Gushand Arrant Hum- 
bug.

If any proof were wanted that this is an age 
of bumbug it may be found in the so-called 
„Stewart charities.’’ The merchant prtuce, 
who was hardly known through a long life of 
prosperity to perform adeed of benelicence, 
condoned for this pagsimony by the promise 
of a woman’s lodging-hotse.

Such 
were the accommodations offered to the 
workine- women of this city at 6 per week, 
for room without board. This was the grand 
charity given the city in the name of the mer- 
chant prince, A. I. Stewart. No wonder the 
women of New York treatedthe thing with 
scorn. 

Next came the good news that another mu- 
nificentcharity wasia store for the gvublic. 
Mrs. Stewart and Judge Hilton had, it was 
said, set apart $5,000,000 for an educational 
institution at Garden City. Great numbers 
of young people who, though poor, were 
ambitious of education, were cheered atthe 
prospect of a cheap institution. Tbree mil- 
lions of dollars ought to accomplish much 
toward opening the gates of knowledge. 
Should the reader, however, be desirous of 
learning the grand result, it is given im the 
circular now sent abroad by the Rey. Stafford 
Drowne, warden of the new institution. He 
offers its benetits for the modest sum of $300 
a year. And this is charity? Yes, a complete 
repetition of the woman’s lodging house. 
Benefticence at a good round price—after the 
usual pattern of Stewart’s selfishness. As I 
often reccive applications f-»m young people 
for advice with regard to -zducation, and as 
special request has been made to me concern - 
ing the Gurden City concern, I take this op- 
portunity of mentioning its terms and at the 
rame time express my conviction that the 
Stewart and Hilton charities are among the 
humbugs of the day.

A Negro’s Suicide.

Stranger adventures have seldom been re- 
corded than those of a drowned negro fished 
up from the Seine, at Grenelle, the other day. 
The unfortunate man, driven te suicide by 
sheer want, had written down his story, seal- 
ed it up in atin box, and secured the box to 
his person, upon which it was found by the 
authorities at the Morgue. It appears from 
his statement that his father wag an African 
chief, tributary to the Negus of Abyssinia, 
who, having risen in revolt against his 
suzerain, was killed in the fight.

She brought 
proceedings in divorce, alleging, as a cause, 
desertion onthe part of the nusband. It was, 
of course, necessary insucha suit to prove 
marriage, and it was in evidence, besides 
what is above quoted, that the husband in- 
troduced her as his wife, acknowiedged her 
as his wife, addressed her as nis wife, wrote 
to ber as bis wife, presented her as his wife 
and asked for her as his wife.

A Big Farm in Dakota. 

From the Dubuque (lowa) Times, August 13. 

Mr. J. W. Taylor has returaed from ao ex- 
tended trip northwestward, having visited St. 
Paul, going thence to Fargo, on the Red Riv- 
erof tbe North, in company with General 
Manager Vilas. of the South Sbore Ireizht 
Line, W. H. Hogan, of Chicago, and C. D. 
Parker, of St. Paul, local agents of the 
same line. These gentlemen were on a tour 
of inspection as well as pleasure, looking after 
the wheat and oats crops that are now being 
harvested, and which will soon be seeking a 
market. At Fargo, 300 miles northwest of 
St. Paul, they met the Hon. H. B. Payne, one 
of the recent Democratic candidates for l’res- 
ident, and the Messrs. Hickox and Mr. Baid- 
win, all of Cleveland. The entire party, on 
Invitation, visited the famous Dalrymple 
farm, 25 miles west of Fargo, aud took mental 
notes of the largest cultivated farm on the 
Western continent. It contains 3,000 acres 
under plow, 24,000 of which is now in wheat 
and 12,000 in oats. It was a grand sight, and 
well it might challenge the admiration of vis- 
itors. Last Monday morning the several super- 
intendents of divisions put the reapers to work 
cutting the wheat. There were 125 of these— 
125 reapers on a_ single farm! Mr. 
Dalrymple manages his farm on strict busi- 
ness principles, his harvest work being per- 
formed on a forty-day contract with each 
workman at $175 per day, he boarding 
them. The harvesters all board at large din- 
ing-halls prepared expressly for the Dal- 
rymple family. Each reaper is operated by 
three horses or mules. There are 375 of them 
on these reapers, and the click of the sickle is 
music to the farmer’s ears. When shocked 
and sufticiently dried both wheat and oats are 
thrashed from the stubbée and without stack- 
ing. The thre@bers are operated by steam, and 
this,like all other kinds of work, is dame with 
thorough system. The estimated yield by 
harvesters and proprietor is about eighteen 
bushels of wheat per acre, and ninety of oats. 
The wheat product of this one farm foots 
up 432,000 bushels—about 900 car-loads, or 
forty-five train-loads of twenty cars per train. 
This immense crop will go to the seaboard by 
way of the lakes, through Canada and the 
Erie Canal, and is expected to net sixty cents 
per bushel atthe farm. Mr. Taylor says that 
a large emigration is going into that section, 
but it is his deliberate judgment that the soil 
of the valley will not long endure the succes- 
sive cropping to which itis being submitted. 
He thinks, owing to the thin alluvial surface, 
and the gravel and sand subsoil, that it is far 
less durable than the soil of Iowa, and that 
settlers will ultimately be disappointed. It is 
a delightful country, and very inviting to the 
eye. The Northern Pacific Railroad now ex- 
tends 100 miles beyond Bismarck, and is go- 
ing steadily westward. The road is an excel- 
lent one—declared the best new road known 
by the railroad oflicers of the party.

ticoes. But these contrast, which have led 
one writer to describe New. York as Paris 
with a touch of the backwoods, and another 
to say that the city is morelike asavage, the 
resplendence of his trinkets, war-paint and 
chromatic blanket only half covering his 
abundaat dirt—these anomalies are nowhere 
so apparent as above the southern borders 
of Central Park. ’ 

Reaching as far as Manhattanville on the 
west, and to Harlem on the east, the land has 
neariy all been graded, and many streets have 
been laid out, and in some instances paved, 
curbed, and illuminated. Ten years ago or 
more, when the imperial Tweed was seated 
with apparent firmness on the mumicipal 
throne, this region, with the splendid park as 
a center, was seized upon by real estate 
speculators, and predictions were made that 
in a very few years it would be covered with 
han dsome dwellings. But the tide of success 
turned another way, with what effe:t, as con- 
cerns Tweed and his ambitions, is well 
known; and though on the east side some of 
the vacant spaces have become populous, and 
some notabie churches, hospitals, armories 
and houses have been put up, the west side 
has altered so little thatit bas seemed to be 
lifeless. The new museum of the natural 
historv, with its impusing facade looking over 
the bill and dale ofthe park, giances from its 
rear upon a neighborhood which, in my ex- 
perience, is quite unique. It is not to be 
precisely described as city, nor as suburb, nor 
asthe unsettled but broken territory that 
outlines most cities while waiting to be ab- 
sorked iu their advance. The anticipations 
that led to the grading and pav- 
ing of the streets have had a 
very limited fruition in isolated rows of pre- 
tentious and rectangular ‘“‘brown-stoue 
fronts,’’ which seem oddly out of place. Here 
and there a vestige of old times remains in a 
pre-metropolitan bomestead, with an impov- 
erisbed orctard around it, or in a grand min- 
sion Witb a classic front of doric columns, and 
a geresis for antedating Fifth avenue. But it 
is not the new buildtogs, premonitory to the 
city’s advance, nor the old ones, reflecting the 
past, nor these two in contrast, that give the 
region its characteristics and peculiar inter- 
est. All down in the hollows between the 
graded streets, and in places where, no streets 
having been opened, the gray Laurentian rock 
stands with but ssuperficial layer of soil upon 
it, thousands of acres are under cultivation by 
equatters, and witbout otaer iuclosute to the 
land thanthe embankments formed around 
the hollows by the trap-rock foundations of 
the streets. Agriculture is carried on with a 
primitive simplicity of life and under a pic- 
turesqueness of condition that set an artist on 
the edge of desire. Many square miles are 
green with vegetables. You see the gardners 
with their wives and mothers bending to their 
work: you hear the querulous call of geese 
and the contentions of pigs; andif you could 
shut out from the view the immature streets 
and the precursory dweliings vou would never 
realize that you are within the limits of the 
city, or that immense steamers are loading 
with grai by the river side a quarter ofa 
mile away, and that the — which vi- 
brates in the air comes from an elevated rail - 
way. .

A Woman who Kivals the Great Dr. 
Carver.

A glass ball shooting exhibition was given 
vestérday afternoon at the Brooklyn Driving 
Park, Parkville, by Mr. and Mrs. John Ruth. 
Mrs. Ruth took a position 18 feet from a tar- 
get, and, with a pistol weighing about six 
pounds, took deliberate aim and broke the first 
glass ball. Then followed a series of fancy 
shots, in which she broke balls while holding 
her pistol sideways, og dowa, standing 
with ber back to the bali, holding her pistol 
over ber left shoulder with her right hand, 
and taking aim by the aid of a small mirror 
held in her left hand, shooting a ball suspend- 
ed by a string and swinging to and fro. With 
a small rifle she repeated the shots made with 
the pistol, and with equal success. Then she 
took a still: heavier rifle, the one used by Mr. 
Rutb, and broke ten out of fifteen balls 
thrown into the air. In two succeeding exhi- 
bitions she met witb poor success. Mr. Ruth 
made several shots chat his wife did not at- 
tempt, including the breaking of balls held 
b an assistant. with the muzzle of 
the pistol protruding through a piece 
of card board in such a manner as to render 
the sight useless. His shooting of glass balls 
thrown into the air was 
the exhibition was varied by the balls being 
thrownin all directions toward the marks- 
man, who twiee swung around and twice 
swung the rifle over bis head with his right 
hand after the balls had been thrown into the 
air, and each time be broke them. Mrs. Ruth 
again took the small rifle and knocked a piece 
of glass the size of a half-dollar from Mr. 
Ruth’s fingers, eighteen feet distant. Mr. 
Ruth then held a piece of card board, about 
two inches by one, in his teeth, and his wife 
twice pierced it with bullets, once with her 
rifle upside down, Witha piece ot card board 
— on the muzzle of his riſte, Mr. Ruth 
roke eleven out of twelve balls thrown into 
the air. Mr. John Ruth, whois thirty-seven 
vears of age, was born xt Cincinnati, Ohio. 
and has been accustomed to the use of the 
shot-gun and rifle from boyheod. He was 
never matched against a marksman of any 
note, and most of his performances have been 
given at country fairs. At one of these—at 
Oakland, Cal., in 1870—he says that he made 
the score of 999 out ofa ble 1,000. He 
met his wife at Edinburgh, Scotland, and was 
married to her in Paris. She has acquired 
her skill in the use of the rifle under her hus- 
band’s instruction. Mr. Ruth uses a Win- 
chester repeating rifle. Hesays he is ready 
to meet any marksman in the world. .

THE BUCKSHOT POLICY. 

In the recent disturbances at Dungan- 
non, Ireland, the police fired upon the mob 
with buckshot, and the Irish members of 
Parliament are attempting to force an in- 
quiry into the affair. Mr. Forster says 
that the Government authorized the use of 
buekshot as being more humane than ball, 
and he claims that the constabulary only 
fired when it became absolutely necessary 
to do so to put down a riot. This an- 
nouncement has been anything but placa- 
tory to the Home-Rulers, who have de- 
nounced the buckshot policy in no meas- 
ured terms, John Dillon, who will be re- 
metubered as Parnell's companion in 
St. Louis, has declared that he 
will advise resistance at every 
land meeting in Ixeland, and he 
called upon Forster for an explanation of 
his language. Mr. Forster stated that 
he had no explanation to make further 
than to repeat what he had said in the first 
place, with the soothing addition that it 
was such speeches as Dillon’s which were 
exciting the people to the late horrible 
outrages. The condition of Ireland at the 
present time is one to excite the apprehen- 
sions of every friend of that unhappy 
country. The leadcrs of the Land League 
—whether wisely or unwisely time alone 
can show—are advising disobedience to 
the law, riots are becoming frequent all 
over the country, and, beneath all this 
surface irritation, the revolutionary 
leaven is working in the people. Arms are 
not captured and bought for nothing. 
The Fenian Society is rapidly organizing, 
and every indication is that another ill-ad- 
vised, though patriotic rising is on foot. 
How England will meet such an effort no 
one can doubt. Yesterday’s issue of the 
London Times contained the following sig- 
nificant paragraph: 

Should the Irish peasantry be tempted to use 
force against the law, and should the refusal 
to pay rents be supported dy an organization 
of murderous terrorism it will be the duty of 
the ministry, at whatever cost and however 
reluctantly, to apply to Parliament for the 
largest and most efficient repressive author- 
ity.

AN ANCIENT CLAIM. 

In a sketch in Harper's Monthly entitled 
„The American Graces,’’ in which Mr. 
Eugene Didier tells of the famous Misses 
Caton, of Maryland, who married into 
Noble English Families, we have 
repeated the ancient platitude about 
the celebrated beauty of Bal- 
timore women. There is a tradition 
that Baltimore once contained more hand- 
some girls than any other American city. 
It obtained currency in the days when 
Baltimore was a city of commercial impor- 
tance, having close mercantile relations 
with England. Its merchants had wealth, 


its society was exclusively English and

When the truant brother of the great Na- 
poleon stumbled into the place and mar- 
ried the snobbish daughter of a sensible 
old grocer, the world heard much about 
the beauty of Baltimore ladies. Later, 
when Lafayette visited the country, his 
impressionable secretary recorded the fact 
that nowhere inthe New Republic could 
such female loveliness be found. Upon 
this reputation Baltimore continues to 
vaunt herself... She still talks of her 
haut ton and her beautiful girls as foolishly 
as one might prate of the hanging gardens 
of the Babylon of to-day.

He was born in 
Newburg, N. Y., Sept. 20, 1828, graduated 
from Geneva College with the degree of M. D., 
and entered the army as assistant surgeonin 
184. 

THE DEAD GENERAL’S RECORD. 

Brigadier-General Albert J. Myer, Chief 
Signal Officer, Graduated at Geneva College, 
N. V., in 1847, and took the degree of M. D. at 
Buffalo University in 1851. He was appoint- 
ed Assistant Sergeon in the army from New 
York in 1854. He was made 
Chief Signal office in July, 1800. 
He was appointed Colonel and Chief Signal 
officer of the United States Army in 1863; 
member of Centra] Board of examination for 
admission to Signal Corps in Apri!, 1863. He 
hela various other offices until in July 1866, 
he was appointed again chief of the signal 
burea, an office which be held up to his death. 
He was brevetted Lieutenaut-Colonel U. S. 
A. for gallant and meritorious services at 
the battle of Hanover Court-house, Va.; Col - 
e . A tor services at 
battle of Malvern Hill and Brigadier-Gener- 
al for services in organizing, instructing and 
commanding signal corps and for its 
especial service at Altoona, October 5, 1864.

HOTEL DE BEAU RIVAGE, 
GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, Aug. 7, 1880. 
And here is the beginning of the end. For 
we bave reached beautiful Geneva, sailing all 
day to-day on the turquoise-biue lake which 
was crested by the wind with dancing, pearly 
white caps, in view of the mag- 


rificent range of Alpine mountains whose 


summits were hidden by the most 
picturesque and fleecy clouds, and taking in 
the dreadful old castle of Chillon, with its 
history of tortures and terrors, but in whose 
entrance way are now set up the peaceful 
pooths of vendors of Swiss carvings and dain- 
ty jewelry made from the crystals and agates 
which are found in the monntains. A long, 
lonely day of mingled showers and sunshine, 
and whose possible tediousness to the non- 


lover of scenery—if such there can 
«exist — Was dispelled bv delicious 
music which two young women— 


who turned out, to our amazement, to be 
mother and daughter—evoked from a guitar 
and Neopolitan mandolin. They were Ital- 
sans, Who find the Lake of Geneva a more 
profitable place in which to make use of their 
extraordinary musical talent and proficiency 


than their own over- musical coun. 
try. They were pretty, modest, 
neatly-attired, devoted to each other 


and alogether the best possible subjects for 
the romance which we trnst and hope that 
our Madame Pitti—she whose graceful pen is 


well known to many readers on the other side 
of the Atiantic, and especially to those of our 
famous Rhode Island summer resort—will 
give us within a twelvemonth. One more 
item about the little grey-eyed, six- 
teen-year-old mandolin thrummer. she 
wears very becoming eye- glasses, 
like any New England girl, 
and to continue the resemblance,she was con- 
fined to her notes, her mother dexterously 
turning the pages while continuing her ac- 
companiment on her nine-stringed guitar. 

The beginning ofthe end. For when we 
leave here for bewildering Paris Monday af- 
ternoon, we say good -· bye to about one-third of 
our little party of thirty-three, who have so 
long been together. Not vet satistied with 
switzerland, they go to Chamounix, after 
which they, too, separate, some taking the 
Rhine tour independentiy, and others going 
The beautiful gray hair of our 
san Francisco Baroness de Cream-Toast, and 
her sweet-faced young daughter, wal add 
dignity no longer to our party. Our only 
voung lady who has any pretensions to beauty 
<oes too, and with her. Little Milwaukee, 
without whose bright ways and sharp savings 
i fear we shall be but a dull crowd. Even 
Madame Pitti, refusing to be parted from 
Milwaukee, stays behind, as does also her 
winlom adopted son, otherwise known to the 
Jourjeans as the Pittsburg Mark Twain, and 
his young Cincinnati cousin, who vows he 
won't go back to college next year at any 
price! We lose, too, our dignified and cour- 
teous Boston editor, with his charming wife 
and his young daughter, who, by the 
way, would not be the worse if she could 
drop the European draw! of speech which she 
nas acquired during her year in Germany, 
and which sounds aflected to unaccustomed 
ears. Theremainder of our party, bereft of 
many of its most popular members, and of 
none ofits unpopular ones, starts for Paris 
the day after. to-morrow, towards night, 
aniving in the great city some time the 
uext morning, and remaining there till the 
following Monday, when we return to Lon- 
don, thus closing our European tour. 

so much have we done, aud so much seen 
since I wrote from Lucerne, a week ago, that 
t seems impossible to cover it even in merest 
summary within the scope of this letter, 

Lucerne—let me remember. From Lucerne 
we took the steamer on Monday 
morning, over the beautiful lake—perhaps the 
most beautiful of all on which we have been— 
to Alpnach, where we proceeded by diligence 
ucross the Brunig Pass to Brienz. We all 
bad good seats, for the carriages were all open 
ones; so the unhappy chance of being shut up 
in a box while riding through Alpine {scenery 
was not for us. It tried to rain, but only 
succeeded in veiling the sun with grateful 
clouds, so that umbrellas were not a neces- 
sity. 

Who can write of Alpine scenery, with its 
magnificent gorges aud r its snowy 
peaks and its innumerable sparkling threads 
of water which fall everywhere down the 
precipitous cliffs, with any hope of bringing 
it to the mental vision of those whose physi- 
cal eyes have never beheld it? Certainly not 
I, and I scarcely dare touch on the subject at 
all, except to beg every one of our 
country men and women who can 
ape | do so to make a visit to this grand- 
v beautiful region as soon as may be. Don’t 
think it won’t pay—it pays athousandfold for 
all possible inconveniedces and discomforts 
of traveling. It pays for sea sickness; it pays 
for uncomfortable companions—of whom 
there are alway some in every party, however 
small and select; it paysforearly starts in 


the mornings, and for midnight din- 
ners: it pays for very un-American 
hotels and for occasional extortions; 


und as for the money the trip cost, you yet its 
worth a thousand fold, more particularly 
When you join a party so well planned and 
managed as ours has been. Even though in 
some minuti the grumblers among us have 
found pegs on which to hang their com- 
Waints, as a whole the trip bas most certainly 


heen a great success, and the only thing that 


has marred its features at all has been the 
unenviable tempers and the unbridled 
tongues of the members themselves. 
but to return to last Monday, the evening 
and night of which was spent at Giessbach, 
where wasa charming hotel, close by the 
wouderful falls, which were beautifully iilu- 
minated in the evening, giving the most fairy- 
like effect of which I ever dreamed. Thenext 


day we proceeded by boat and 
rat to Interlaken, the grand 
mountain -eireled favorite of tourists. 


Tuesday was a rainy day, without a doubt, 
and our hopes for tue splendid excursion of 
the morrow were greatly damped; but glad am 
o say that the next morning the capriciqus 
‘un shone out clear aud bright and warm, 
ihawing our congealed blood and spirits 
alike, and we started off with all enthusiasm 
on our promised ride to Grindelwald. Very 
fasy carriages were provided and the fine, 
bard roads made the long ride a con- 
inna! source of delight. We fol- 
lowed the course of the rushing Lutschine 
River, through thhe mountains, with near 
and ever shifting views of the Jungfrau, 
(which the Mrs. Malaprop of our party pro- 
nounced with an English j and an open u) and 
other snow mountains ot the immediate re- 
ion, until we reached Lauterbrunnen, where 
% stop of an hour was made 
10 visit the wonderful Staubbach 
Cascade or! dust- stream.“ which falls from 
‘uch a height that it never reaches the ground, 
but floats off in the air in sparkiing mist. All 
“bout were tiny stalls by the road-side, where 
dainty carvings were sold at marvelously low 
Prices, and where,women sat working the 
Mesbes of fine lace which we know at home 
4s torchon, and which irresistibly tempted 
every woman amodg us to buy. . 
Che carriages again took us on to Grindel- 
wald, from whence we made an excursion,on 
foot, on horseback, or in chairs, according to 
individual preference; to the grand glacier 
and the ice caves. It was a hard climb of an 
bour and a balf thither, but I’m glad to be 
able to say that your correspondent, who 
thoughtshe was ready to die last wiuter if 
she walked ten minutes’ distance to her 


noonday lunch, went afoot and scarcely felt 


it; and as for enjoyment—why! 
there never was suc 4 lorious 
summer ramble in the world before for me. 


And it was not owing to the company either, 
for I don’t think I spoke two words to any 
one. It was too beautiful to fritter away in 
taiking. The great ice-mountain reached,we 
entered the long paesage hollowed out of the 
solid ice, with its blue-tinted walls and roof, 
and floor, reminding one of the Blue Grotto 
on the coast of Capri, which, vou 
will remember perhaps, we visited from 
Naples. Issuing reluctantly from the chilly 
cave, with our handkerchiefs and mouths 
filled with ice, we strolled back to Grindel- 
wald. a few o „ however, first climbing onto 
the glacier itself. With my umbrella 1 
pusche a big ice boulder on the glacier, and 

ound it was made uP of tiny, dilicious ice 
crystals, with which I refilled my handker- 
chief, and when [had eaten them all up, on 
the backwards road, how I wished 
for more! 

There was a ball at the botel that evening, 
given especially in honor of the American 
party, but we were too late and too tired to 
do justice to it. Oaly two ladies dressed for it 
at all—and they skipped the ice caves therefor 
—and they, like the daintily attired voung 
ladies of other nationalities present, had to 
dance with each other; only once or 
twice was the masculine element at 
all represented. So take beart, you 
belles of America who have only each other 
for partners atthe watering-place hops, for 
it is quite the same thing in Switzerland. 

On Thursday we proceeded to Fribourg, 
stopping en route at Berne. Theforgan con- 
cert at Fribourg will be long remembered by 
all lovers of music. Friday noon we went on 
to Lausanne, where we met one ofthe Swiss 
parties of Dr. Tourjee’s organization, and 
where an impromptu but very good entertain- 
ment was, given in the evening, and from 
thenee we came here, where we find another 
of the Tourjee-Gaze Swiss parties.

Household Recefpts. 


BAKED BANANAS.—Take ripe, firm ba- 
nauas, with the skins on, and put them in a 
bot oven for fifteen minutes; serve hot.

SaLT ND WaTER LIuES.—Limes pre- 
pared in this way are used where they grow 
as pickles. Wash and dry your limes, prick 
each one in a dozen places with a needle, put 
them in a stone jar, and cover with a old 
brine, putting a thin board and weight to 
keep the limes uaderthe water. To make the 
brine, boil a . of water with a quart of 
salt and a half-dozen pods of red pepper. 

BoILED CUCUMBERS.—Take half a dozen

ARROWROOT PUDDING.—Take a quart of 
rich milk, and in that put three and one-half 
teacupfuls of arrowroòt; to this add a green 
peach-leaf or two grated bitter almonds; boil 
until smooth, stirring constantly ; take off the 
fire and allow to cool; when cold add the yolks 
and whites of four eggs, which have been 
beaten up thoroughly; sweeten to taste—one- 
quarter ofa pound of sugar is sufficient; grate 
lemon-peel, and a little of the juice; bake for 
an hour, and eat cold. 


MILK TOAsT.—Cut yeur bread rather thick, 
about three-quarters of an inch, allowing a 
slice for each person; toast it quickly before a 
bright fire to à rich brown; dip lightly into 
boiling water; butter each slice and pile in 
the bow! it is to be served in; for five persons 
take a quart of milk, boil with a teaspoonful 
of salt, and when at the full boil add a heap- 
ing tablespoonful of butter, creamed with a 
light one of flour; stir the miik until it is as 
thick as cream; pour over the toast and serve 
immediately. 


BAKED TOMATOES.—Six medium-sized to- 
matoes sliced, one large onion sliced, two 
slices of bread cut into small pieces; cover the 
bottom of the pan with pieces of the bread: 
above thisputa layer of the tomatoes and 
afew slices of onion, then again bread, to- 
matoes and onion untilall the material is 
used; over all spread two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, and dredge salt and pepper; just be- 
fore setting in oven add a half cupful of boil- 
ing water; bake in a brisk oven one hour.
